paintings at the Palais de I'lnflnstrie I forwarded 
the names cf the artists wno nave earned off the 
prizes this year. They are mostly all landscape 
painters, among whom the following are most re- 
markable:—Bernier, C&ar de Cock, Hanotean, Har- 
plgniea, and Lansyer. M. CamiUe Bernler's "Plain 
in Brittany" and his "Spring of Water" are 
two opposite styles. 
One shows wUO, nneon- 


quered, unyielding nature, the latter a woodland 
sue or irresistible fascination. Cesar de COCK has a 
"Morning in the wood at Sevres." It is a long ave- 
nue, arched by light branches which cross above, 
but allow the early snn to glitter through on the 
ground below. It is fresh, airy and inviting, ana so 
true that the visitor almost fancies he can hear the 
ham of the insects moving nnder every blade ef 
grass: the larK starts np in the distance among 
nebulous tmt opal tinted atmosphere. 


Of the two exhibited by Lansyer one is not so dis- 


tmgnished a production as the other. It is tne 
"Chateau of Pierrefonds," which, ia awkwardly 
placed in the centre of the canvas and has lost 
much, of its picturesque situation; but the other con- 
tribution, "Tie Bac de Port-Rn," a stream in Brittany, 
Is, for transparency, lucid snimmer and ripple, of 
the most genuine kind. It would be tedious to no- 
tice all the excellent landscapes that have been sent 
in, and still it is worthy of mention that the modern 
French school excels in this style more than in any 
other. Neither will I describe the contributions of 
all those to whom medals have been awarded, be- 
cause these distinctions are like manna in the hands 
of the government, they lalUndiscrtminatety oiten, 
and a deserving painter close by is overlooked.

it is a somewhat noteworthy circumstance that no 


citizen of New Jersey ever held any other position 
In the Cabinet of a President than that of Secretary 
of the Navy. Samuel L. Southard held tho position 
from 1823 to 1834, under the administrations of Presi- 
dent Monroe and John Qnlncy Adams, and Mahlou 
DicKinson was appointed Secretary of the Navy by 
President Jackson, and retained the office for about 
oac year of Mr. Van Huron's term. 


The third citizen of New Jersey who has been 


called upon to superintend our naval affairs Is George 
M. Robcson, of Caniden, who was yesterday ap- 
pointed Secretary of tue Navy in place of Mr. Boric, 
who resigned that office and retired Into the shades 
of private life. Mr. llobeaon IB a son of Judp-e Wil- 
liam Robeson, of Warren county, N. J., and was 
born about the year 1827. He entered Princeton col- 
lege in 1844, and after graduating with credit In 1847, 
bccan the study of law at Newark in the onice of 
Chief Justice llorublower. In 1850 ho was admitted 
to tho bar, and began the practice of hia profes- 
sion as a partner of Mr. A. C. II. Remington. 
A lew years later Mr. Robcson moved to Caraden, at 
which place he was, In 1859, appointed Prosecutor of 
the Pleas. This oftlco he continued to fill until 1867, 
when Governor Ward appointed him Attorney Gene- 
ral for the State, to fill the vacancy caused by the 
election of Mr. Frellngnuyaen to the United States 
Senate. Mr. Kobcson resigned this latter position 
to accept that tendered to hip by President Grant. 
He is known throughout New Jersey as one ot the 
ablest lawyers m the State, but as he lias never ac- 
tively engaged in politics but few persons had any 
knowledge of him when the appointment was first 
announced on yesterday. The new Secretary Is 
Btrongir republican in his political sentiments, and 
was an ardent supporter ol Grant and ot the Chi- 
cago platform. During tho rebellion ho took an 
active part In the organizing of regiments and de- 
spatching of recruits to tho various New Jersey com- 
mands. For his usefulness in thla work he was ap- 
pointed a brigadier general by Governor Olden, and 
la known throughout kew Jersey as General Ilobe- 
son. nls friends are very much pleased with his 
political promotion and predict an able administra- 
tion of tn« Navy Department by him.

CIJEUOSITIES FROM ALASKA. 


At Clinton Hall, Astor place, in tlic rooms of 


Lcavitt, strcbelzh & Co., there opens to-day one or 
the most remarkable collections of curiosities ever 
exhibited in this city. It Is mada up of objects oi 
interest obtained In onr new Territory of Alaska by 
Mr. Edward G. Fast, during a residence there of a 
year, while upon staff duty as an engineer with 
Major General Jeff C. Davis. The museums hitherto 
known to New Yorkers have had from almost every 
locality in the world something of interest for Its an- 
tiquity or for Its suggestions of the habits of a contem- 
porary people; but in none have been found aught 
to tell us what the people of Alaska have been or 
whai they now are. 
Let one take the trouble to go 
through the rooms, where Mr. Fast has his collection 
on exhibition and he will have a pretty fair idea, the 
land Itself lelt out of the question, of what we have 
gained by the annexation of Alaska. What ihe 
people have been Mr. I-ast has rifled the grave to 
show us—a hazardous piece of business in that 
region, as in moat others, but having won the favor 
of some of tne natives he was remarkably success- 
ful.

Necklaces of walrns teeth, of 
leiigtns varying fom four to ten inches, would 
ncarceiy be to the ta»l« of a Broadway belle. There

On the '21st 
Col. Ryan was rearrested upon the charge of rcsuaiiujj;

Seuor Alfaro (Secretary of war ol the .' unta). Captain 
Jiuues Peters, Captain J. C. Conant, Surgeon J. J. 
McNulty, A. Ackerman, Fens von Stemberg and 
Wm. Snidorf were ulso taken Into custody and locked 
up until the 22d, when they were brought before 
Commissioner Osborn for a hearing, and all released 
on hail, as in the previous cases, with the exception 
of Colonel Kyan, who was refused ball and remanded- 
to jail. On the 2M the parties again appeared be- 
fore the Commissioner for a hearing, but tlie Grand 
jury iiavlag m the meantime framed an indictment 
against the parties last arreated, the Commissioner 
discharged the case, and the Individuals were Imme- 
diately rearrested and nold to answer tue present- 
ment by the Grand Jury.

HE DIES PROTESTING HIS 
INNOCENCE 


WINDSOR, Vt., Jane 25, 1S69. 


Hiram Miller, convicted of committing a donble 


muraer m Ascutneyville, in this (Windsor) county, 
on the 23d of July, 1867, ^vas executed to-day ia the 
.v.ate Prison at this place In accordance with the 
.sentence of the court before which, ae -was tried. 


The particulars of the bloody and revolting deeds 


for which this man has been launched rrom the gal- 
lows into another world, dark, and eternal, are so 
appalling m their character, exceeding, as they 
do, any in the annals of crime m Vermont sinca 
the days when the whoops of tne maddened savage 
mingled with the shrieks and cries or their scalped 
and butchered victims and reverberated among Its 
green hills, that they, though repeated, will ha or 
special interest on this occasion in connection, witn 
au account or the awful but deserved doom or their 
auzuor. 


TOE SCENE OF THE TRAGEDY ASB THE VICTIMS. 
The scene of this startling tragedy waa a neat and 


substantial farm house, standing on one of the tier 
or tnagaiaceut larms -which border the Connecticut 
river. The farm lies nearly one mile south of Ascut- 
neyville, a small village in the town of Weathers- 
field, which is in the southeastern portion of Wind- 
sor county. 
Ascntneyvme lies nearly opposite 


Claremont, N. E., and about one mile distant from 
tbe Vermont Central Railroad, which at that point 
follows down on the New Hampshire side. This 
pleasant and comfortable home was owned by aiftn- 
teiligent, industrious and respected farmer, named 
Joshua G. Gowing, who occupied It with his family, 
consisting of his wife, Mrs. Abigail Gowlnj, -ana 
two children, a son and daughter, ]ast enteringtheir 
tesns. Mr. Qowlng was a native of an adjoining 
town, where he lived till about ten years previous 
to his untimely death, 
when 
he * parchased 


tie farm described and moved to the same with his 
family. Mr. Gowing ana his wife were nearly equal 
in their respective ages, both being aoout flfty-flve. 
They were ttoth plain people, Mrs. Gowing being ae 
better looking ot the two. They had both been hard 
workers, slaves to toil all their days. Their hands 
were calloused by manual labor and their faces bore 
the marks of care ana increasing age. Though by 
their .e£ouomy and industry they had accumulated^ 
quite a large estate, they still loved to toil. Among 
their relatives and friends they were loved and es- 
teemea-for tueirtandly, sympathetic, hospitable and 
peaceful natures. Being home people, their circle of 
acquaintance waa not wide, but there was not one 
among the number who ever had a just'cause to 
breathe against them an unnelghborly complaint, 


By the marvellous dispensation of a mysterious

At about tue close ot the second month Killer 
feigned to be effected with a breach of the abdomen 
wmch unuuea him ror farther work, and requested 
Mr. Gowing to release him rrom Uls contract and pay" 
him for the time that ne had worked, that he might 
return to his home, which he said was In the north- 
ern cart of Vermont. -.Though It was some- 
thing or a loss to Mr. Gowing to release Miller 
he nevertheless did so, and the latter on re- 
ceiving his wages went on -ins way. But 
Miller's pretended Inability to wort -and his 
expifessed desire to return home were mere pre- 
texts by which be could go to some other place to" 
study unpn tho heinous purpose which it Is pre- 
sumed fie had then almost resolved upon. The con- 
summation or this hidden purpose was doubtless the 
restless and absorbing-subject of ins mind. Though 
he actually had a wile and child in Richford, Ver- 
mont, a town on the Canada line, and though he 
liad u slight rupture, ror wmch Ue wore a truss, he 
took the cars for Barton, Vermont, a town one Hun- 
dred miles north or Ascntney ville, on the Passump- 
ulc Itailroad, and twenty-five miles south of where 
Ills wife resided- Arriving at Barton ne immediately 
let himself to work for several months for a larmer 
in tnat place named Jennls,

On Saturday, the 20th of July, having evidently ; 
<leciaea upon a plot by tihicn he thought he could 
secure the prize for which ne longed, and oelng fully 
resolved to attempt Che undertaking, whatever the 
results mhzht be. ne suddenly-left Mr. Jennls' for a 
visit with His wife ana Wndred In Rlcbford. Pro- 
curing a horse and buggy at a livery stable in Bar- 
ton village, he proceeded on his way ana arrived 
ju his Destination flurlne the following Sun- 
day. 
Besides Visiting lu» wife he -called on 
on several of hla remjives. and among them -bin 
wire's tatnor Mr. Shepard Randal. While chatting 
with him he spoke of buying a small piece of ground 
near by and building a house npon It.

Through th£ dark, long, covered bridge Miller 
passed. 
Then, leaving the road, he proceeded 
straight to Mr. Cowlng's house, across the fields or 
corn and grass, and thus saved a mach longer wait 
by the common route. Reaching the house in less 
than thirty minutes probably after leaving the 
train, he provided himscli with tho weapons ro aid 
in accomplishing his purpose. A sled stake, lour 
reet in length, made of heavy lever 
wood 
and a common wood axe, sharp and heavy 
being selected, the assassin and woulii-be murderer, 
mounting the piazza in front of the house 
stepped to the outside door opening into the KilQheu 
with the fearful weapons in ius hShrtS by"which ne 
hoped to lay hold of the paltry sum or $500, aud 
shouted to Mr. lowing. As Mr. Gowing and his 
wj(e find (laughter" Were sleeping in the third room 
b-jyovui tiie Kitchen it is very likely Miller called sev 
era! times before his voice was heard. At length- 
Mr. Gowing awoke, and finding that some one was 
at the door exclaimed, "Who's there?" to which 
Miller responded, "Hitchocfc: the cows are in your 
corn." The girl, who slept in a trundle bed, woke up 
with her father, and by this time Mrs. Cowing had 
also become awakened. 
Hitchcock was the'name or Mr. Gowins's nearest 
neighbor, whom he was expecting would come to 
assist him in mowing that morning. So on hearing 
this announcement of Miller, without perhaps dis- 
covering the voice, Mr. Gowing hastily began dress- 
ing himself aad remarked to his wife that she had 
better do so. Having put on his pantaloons and vest 
he walked from his bedroom through the dining 
room into tne kitchen. Whether Miller had in tie 
meantime stepped within the door, which was fre- 
quently left unlocked both night and day, or whether 
Mr. Gowing on reaching the door opened the same 
and admitted him - does not appear. 
With- 
in a moment alter Mr. Goiving nad entered 
the Kitchen there -was a sudden and terrlnc 
noise as 6£ some 'brie strasrgling" and pulling, and 
then all was qnlet, without even a cry or a, groan. 
This "racket," as the girl termed it, in the dark 
house terrified her, and in her fright she drew the 
bedclothes over her head, as if they might protect 
her, and remained motionless. The disturbance 
having ceased in tne kitchen, the terrified girl heard 
Miller groping his war through the dining room to- 
wards the Bedrooms. Mrs. Gowing, on hearing the 
horrible noise in the kitcheu^probaory lost the power 
oJ utterance, as she had not spoken a word, but on 
hearing footsteps approaching her bed she cried ont, 
"Who 
be yon?" Miller replied by repeating her 
words, "Who osyou*" Then, the paorgirl, in the 
height of her awful terror, heard a jarnnsr, muffled 
sound, as of some one pouncing on her mother's bed, 
and in a moment more all was silent again. 
Thus in the -aarlmess of night, with no eye upon 
him save the one that is ail-seeing, the damnable 
assassin despatched his two defenceless victims, 
without a shriek, a cry of distress or a single audible 
rroan grating upon his ears. Bat an ear had heard 
iim which, though it was that or a little girl hidden 
n the bedclothes and almost senseless from a terror 
that cannot be described, was nevertheless as 
;hough the whole world had stood by and watched 
ilm. It was the terror of the child which sored her 
ite ana which sent Miller fo the gallows. For If he 
iad known that she recognized him and hsara all 
lis movements she would nave doubtless shared the 
tate ot her parents. But all this butchery waa only 
the villain's methofl of clearing the way to his 
possessing the 85IW which, ne coveted. 
The 
silence which lollowea the noise at Mrs. Gowing's bed 
was soon broken b/ Miller's commencing to feel his 
way about tne room; Jfrssently he walked up stairs. 
In one of the chamberTthe son ot Mr. Gowing was 
sleeping. Tms boy was a dumb imbecile, and though 
le mignt have heard the noise of Miner's movements 
n tbe house, he had not the understanding to fear 
any harm, nor the organ oi speech whereby to ex- 
press what he saw and heard. Miller knew this, and 
irooaoiy, alter assuring himself that there was no 
one else in the house bat the boy ana girl (tne latter 
>f whom he also considered lacking somewhat in 
inderstandiug), he went to work ransacking the 
house lor Mr. Gowing's money. After remaining 
up stairs some time he came down, and the gin next 
iearu him in the parlor making a loud noise. Then 
ic came into the bedroom again and. shoved tue 
runaie beti, containing the tremuliog but si- 
eat witness, under the bed, the same as It 
was disposed of during the daytime. This was evi- 
dently done in order to open a closet door, which 
tne position of the trundle bed had prevented his 
doing. How long Miller continued his search about 
the house is not Known. But he failed to tad the 
inject of all his efforts aud desires. Mr. Gowing 
tad, soon after Mailer's departure, removed his 
money from the bureaxi in the parlor and carefully 
secreted it where no one but his daughter was then 
eft to reveal. What Miller's feelings were on seeing 
that he was loiled m his purpose, and oa thinking 
of what he had done to gam tnat which he could not, 
can doubtless only be compared to those which agi- 
;atefl his bosom when mounting the scatrokl. He 
eft the house to wash awav the blood stains upon 
lis clothes aan make a futile effort to elude detec- 
tion and escape the punishment which hla con- 
science tolu him heTnerlted. 


DISCOVERY OF WHAT HAD HAPPENED. 
After the house was quiet, and after the hideous 
apparitions had left the mind of the girl, she drop- 
pea to sleep again and did not see the iire.ess corpses 
of her parents till after the sun was up, when Uin

Noticing tliat a remarkable silence prevailed about 
the house and also that the cows were still standing 
u the yard uomiiked, he thought something was 
wrong. He accordingly stepped npon the<piazza. 
and, opening the door leading into the kitchen, waa 
a the act of entering the same when his eye saw the 
dead and mauffled body of Mr. (Sowing lying on the 
floor immediately at hia feet. Stricken witu horror 
and fear at this unexpected and ghastly sight Mr. 
iitchcocS's heart failed him at Hie tuought or enter- 
ng the house alone, so he turned away and hastened 
to a neighbor to tell what he had seen and procure 
assistance. 
Shortly afterwards he returned with 
riends ana the house- was entered and" the full 
Horror or the awful deed was unfolded to their 
view. Mr. Gowing was found to have received 
Jircc wounds on His head, cither or which was aut- 
:ceat to have caused deatn. On the back or Uis 
lead was a black and bloody bruise, and also a-sltm- 
ar one over his left eye, indicating* that a huge club 
iaa been used. His head was spilt open crosswise 
rom ear to ear. The raw and fresh wound was 
preadwlde open and the brains and blood were still

streaking across the floor from the deep pool wuica 
urrounaed the head. Tue body waa dressed In a pair 
of Hajua.loon», a- vest and>fllilru >ear by. at the Bide 
of the stove, lay Mr. Gowing's shoes and stockings, 
darks and tracks of blood across the flo'or attracted 
:he horrified spectators through the omiiig room 
nto OK apartment where tiie ramUy slept. Here 
he gory couch and the almost nuked and lifeless 
>ody ot Mrs. Gowini?, cut auii bruised, presented a 
uene still more sickening aud terrifiylnjr, if possible, 
han that which they had just lelt. Tlie body was 
ylng lu an angular position and nearly crosswise of 
lie bed, with the head on tne'trone side. By its side 
vas a night dress, as if it haa been taken otr by ttie 
mrdered woman while sitting irp iu bed, prepara- 
oiy to dressing herself; nothing but au under gar- 
ment, bespattered and stameu with blood, covered 
he nakedness or tne body. Ou the head of the 
orpae were three fatal wounds, the same as lu ttie 
rat case. Extending from the upper lip of the 
aouth to the ere was a deep gash, reaching 
ack to the 
throat 
aud base of tne braui. 
'hls wound would uduilt tlie whole blade or an axe 
p to Its eye. Another gaab, nearly as bi»u, extend- 
d across tho side ol the face from about the nitduie 
f the nose towards the ear. The blood had flowed 
10 profusely rrom these wounds as to conmietely 
aturave the two thick straw aud feather beds, and 
was dripping from the lower side of the bottom one. 
The remaining wound was a severe bruise in front 
aid above the ear, produced by the heavy stake. 
The Iiuir was drenched with blood. .Spots ami atams 
f blood defaced the eutlre bed, and high up oa the 
wall adjacent to the hed were sprinkles of blood 
which Were thrown by the blows of the axe. Alter 
tastily czamiumi2 the dead bodies. Where are the 
hlldrenP and-tvho was the assassin that Uud doue 
U thlst were the next Inquirieu which directed the 
movomenU! of Mr. Hitchcock and hia companions. 
The trundle bed was drawn out and there the 
rphan daughter was discovered, unharmed aniijust 
awaken mjt from her morning nap. The boy was 
hen found saw and well. The latter, on being shown 
•rhst had befallen hla parents, rcveuijid unmistakable 
igns of alarm and grief m his idiotic motions and 
ooks. But the daughter waa overwhelmed in nor- 
ow, which found expression lu teare and in deep 
and convulsive sona. In reply to the questions it 
he knew wno had committed the murders, she 
iromptly said, "Our hired man Henry Wilson." 
•He came here last night and told father the cows 
were fen the corn." 
She then described the noise 
she had heard In the kitchen ana at the bed of her 
mother, and how Miller had moved around the 
loude, and how ne put her bed under her mother's, 
aud also other incidents related substantially above. 
In the meantime the fact of the assassination was 
jpreading like an alarm of Ore rrom neighbor to 
neigthor and had reached Ascutneyvlllo. Every one 
hurried to the house to behold the scene. The 
house, which smelled or blood and dcatn iu every 
apartment, waa thoroughly examined. In nearly 
every room, closet and bureau were found traces 
or tno iLw.wam. 
The heavy stake was round on 
the floor In the dining room, with oue end besmeared 
with blood and bair sticking to the same. 
Tho 
bureau In tlie parlor was cut and broken and 
uvo of itH dnvwor-i entirely shattered. 
Under a pile 


of clothes winch had been pulled Irom tno bureau 
Mr. flowkig's axe was lound, covered with blood 
from cm! ro end. Tlie blade resembled that ot 
a nieamxe tiller being strncK into bloody meat. 
Tlie ctotlu'H closets and bandboxes up stairs were 
a.irtarranj-;ei.l- an-i clothes were slrewn about the 
lloor. In the Kitchen a loo"kt-ag gTaKS was found to 
X»o mwfllnK.

The bonds aud money which the murderer in ins 
search had overlooked were found untouched where 
they had been secreted—wiihm the ticking of the 
lower bed.

It being necessary to hold an Inquest npon tlie 
bodies beiore they were disturbed, Justice Walter 
Newel ordered a jury summoned asp speedily as pos- 
sible. After duly examining the case and the wit- 
nesses, of which Mr. (Sowing's daughter was tl« 
principal, the Jury rendered a verdict that Air. and 
Mrs. Gowmg had come to their death by blows Iroan 
an axe and sled stake in the hands of Henry Wilson- 
Immediately on the conclusion 01 the inquest, wnkii 
was between seven and eight A. M., constable Henry 
S. Bowen was despatched to Windsor, wluctv is live

- eight the constable hastened to the telegraph, but as 
the operator was not in he walked back to the busi 
ness portion of the village to wait till the operator 
came. He had gone but a short distance when, 
meeting Mr. Daniel Davis, a farmer residing about 
haLf way between Ascutneyville and Windsor, tlie 
officer related what had happened and also the ob- 
ject of his coming to town. On hearing the blood? 
story Mr. Davis told the officer that he had just 
brought a man to the village whom he had overtaken 
on his way coming up. Believing that this was th» 
man ne was in quest of the otticer began at once 
to "look around for him. He had scarcely turned 
his head when he espied Wilson, whom he had often 
seen before, walking slowly down Main street seve 
rai rods distant. So the officer immediately started 
for him at a rapd pace, and, overtaking him, ac- 
costed him. 
Wi'son looked 
around with in- 
different 
curiosity at 
being addressed, 
and 
on seeing Mr. Bowen, whom he knew was 
an officer, he replied, "Good morning, Mr. Bowen " 
The omcer responded in a familiar manner, and 
then began to converse with Wilson respecting what 
he was doing ana where he had come from, wuu 
no apparent alarm or suspicion of what Mr. Bow- 
en's object was, Wilson replied to each question, 
saying he had just come down- on the train that, 
morning; that he" had commenced working for a 
neighbor of .Mr. Bowea, named Henry Weston, who 
lived two miles north of AsontneyytiUj, BIT tnS f5S3 
to Windsor, but that he was In pain, and so He Was 
compelled to stop work and come to town for 
a truss. By some feigned purpose the officer 
Induced Wilson to watfc back to a store with 
him, 
so that 
If 
he should resist an 
ar- 
rest assistance would be at hand. On reaching the 
store Wilson volnntarUr walked in and sat down In 
a chair by the doorway. At this Instant, as cne offi- 
cer had also stepped in the door, some one of the vil- 
lagers came up and excitedly asked the officer if he 
had '-got any clue to the murderer?" Wilson upon 
hearing this, wlthoat any perceptible astonishment 
inquired. "Who's been murdered?" 
The officer 
loosed Wilson straight in the eye and replied, "Mr. 
and ilrs. Cowing, and I am going to arrest yon for 
the murder." Though this announcement fell like a 
thunderbolt upon the bystanders who heard it, yet 
Wilson, with perfect composure, eat in his chair, 
sail not a word and moved not a muscle unnatu- 
rally. The warrant was then read to Him and uand- 
cnffs were placed upon him without causing scarcely 
a look and not a word of objection. Taere being 
some delay before the officer started for Ascutnev- 
viUe with his prisoner, tne latter remained in 
the store, the central 
object of the*agitated 
spectators. To several questions about hia auilt or 
innocence he made a single reply—"I think or be- 
lieve I am not guuty of that deed." Soon after nine 
A. M. the officer returned "to Ascutrfey vme with his 
prisoner, where he confined him in a suitable room 
and proceeded to make the necessary preparations 
for his preliminary trial. The unexpected brief space 
of time within which the murderer was captured 
after his deeds had been discovered, ana the entire 
absence of difficulty attending his arrest and safe con- 
flnement, both surprised and gratified the inhabi- 
tants, who already had become wila with excitement 
over the tragedy wmch had bat a few hours before 
transpired in their midst.

J,ER COMHITTED. 
Not succeeding in commencing the trial of the ac- 
cused on the clay of his arrest (Tuesday), he was 
lodged for safe keeping in the prison at Windsor 
that night, and the next day he was returned to As- 
cnmeyville and duly arraigned before Justice John 
Spafl'ord, of that place, for trial. In consequence of 
the tliroug or spectators the court was held m the 
village church. An opportune incident occurred 
Just as the examination was being commenced, by 
which the prisoner's correct name first came to the 
knowledge of the Court ana the people of the vicin- 
ity, who had never for a moment supposed that 
"Henry Wilson" was an assumed name. Among 
the people in attendance waa a gentleman from 
P.iclu"ord,Vt., the home of the prisoner, who, be- 
ing in Windsor at the time, had come down 
with others to hear the trial- This gentleman had 
just entered the church and was cron-dimr his way 
for a new of the prisoner. At last getting a view 
of mm the same moment that the prosecuting attor- 
ney rose to state the case, he remarked, "f know 
him; that is- Hiram Miller, of Rlchford, Vermont." 
The statement of the gentleman was announced to 
the Court, when the name of Henry Wilson was 
ordered to be erased in the official papers and tiiat 
or Hiram Miller substituted. The stripping off or 
this mask had no effect on trse customary composure 
of the accused. The trial proceeded, and by degrees 
all the incidents, circumstance* a.twl (i!Kp.nvftrt'>i TO, 
UkbiAc to vuo naouaouiauuti-aaa ttie movements Of the 
accused were presented By the attorney for the State. 
On the second day of me trial (ffiursday) the 
funeral of the murdered victims occurred. The ex- 
amination was suspended for tne short time occu-7 
pied by the atove services. The largest concourse 
of people which ever assembled m. Ascutneyville 
participated in the solemn and doubly impressive 
ceremonies of this burial. la order that the vast as- 
semblage might all have an opportunity of seeing 
the murderer of the deceased It was proposed to the 
officer in charge of Miller that he bring him out, and 
while the corpses were being, viewed at the close of 
the services march him around past the cofllns and 
allow him also to see .the work of his hands. AC- 
cordlnely the officer suggested to Miller that he 
might go with them and see the bodies if he desired. 
But MiUer declines, saying that he could never look 
on dead people, and that when his father died Ue 
avoided seelna his corpse. This is a specimen of 
some of his egregrloue pretensions and fabrications. 
At the close or the thiru day or the trial the wit- 
nesses for the prosecution had ail been examined. 
MiUer proceeded, through his attorney, to make his 
defence. He introduced only one or two witnesses, 
who testified to nothine whicn cleared - away any of 
the doubts or tended to weaken the conclusive and 
clinching evidence or the prosecution. The case waa 
a clear one to the Justice and to the spectators, who 
had eagerly/followed the evidence. Every one knew 
what the decision or the Justice would be. The con- 
clusion of the case was soon arrived at, when the 
Justice committed tlie prisoner to jail to await a unai" 
trial before tlie County Court on the charge of mur- 
der in the Ilrst decree. 
The profound silence which Uad prevailed through- 
out the church while the Justice was giving his de- 
cision was at the conclusion instantly broken. 
On every liaud men were ncara discussing a wpeeiiy 
vengeance upon tbe murderer and thus avoid the 
••law's delay." 
"Lynch, him" waa the cry, and 
some one was sent for a rope. The orncers of the 
law endeavored to preserve quiet ami to alienee 
those who were Impatient for vemreanoe, but they 
could not. Therefore, m oruer to save the prisoner 
from a late which he doubtless merited, the olllcers 
as qulcc as possible procured a carriage, placed the 
prisoner iu it, handcuiTcd him and were about start- 
tug off, when those who had gone Tor the rope to 
lynch Miller returned and, surrounding the car- 
nage, attempted to throw the uoose over the 
prisoner's 
noad, that they might drag him 
to hia execution. Fortunately the noose fell short 
of Miller's head, ana lu the confusion and commotion 
the horses were given the rein and the carriage, 
with the olllcers ami prisoner, quickly moved out 
of ilie reach of the would*be "lynuhincn, who were 
not a little enraged at'thelr disappointment. As tue 
Windsor county jail, located at Woodstock, had 
lately been destroyed by lire, Miller was sent to Kut- 
dnd and confined in tuat jail. This jail being over- 
niled with prLsoners, it was iound necessary to con- 
Un<; Miller in the dungeon. Miller has oucu com- 
aliiineii or his fearful quarters at Rutland. Besides 
3emg perfectly dark the dungeon was without a 
floor, and the ground was wet aud muudy much of 
the time, thus maidm; it anything but a decent 
place. Notwithstanding this, However, Miller sus- 
tained very good health throughout kis coulinemeut 
in f,|nq place, which, was nearly one year. 


THK FINJLL TRIAL AMB HEOTENCK. 
The Windsor County Court, Judge Barret presid- 
ing, convened at Woodstock on, June 9,1888. On the 
calling lot tne ease of tlie Stato vs. MiUer the lat- 
ter promptly appeared for trial. Miller bcine witu- 
out means, the Slate, as in such cases, furnished him 
counsel. The same evidence lu the uiaiu atf that 
which was presented at the magistrate's trial was 
introduced by the State Attorney at Woodstock, aud 
also some additional circumstantial evidence ob- 
tained from witnesses summoned from Klchford and 
ii.anon, who had been cognizant of Miller's move- 
ments previous to hu committing the murder. Mil- 
er's relatives and frleuua rendered him no assist- 
ance m any form. The trial was concluded on the 
Hth of July, the jury returning a verdict of guilty, 
after having been in consultation about one hour. 
The Judge then pronounced the sentence, condem- 
ng the prisoner to be hanged, aud to solitary con- 
finement until the day or his execution, which the 
Uovernor axed for to-day. 


THK I'KISONKIl IK HIS CKI.I,. 


Minor waa immediately conveyed to thetState 
Prison, at Windsor, where he remained until his ex- 
ecution. Soon after his imprisonment he commenced 
reading the Bible, and up to his execution he pored 
over its tmcred pages a large portion of each day. 
He also reau other books lurnlBhed him from the 
prison library. He would converse freely with every 
one who was admitted to see him. With all whom 
he conversed, except the chaplain, a guard wan al- 
ways present. He was never taken from his cell ex- 
cept on Saturdays, when he wati removed U) be 
shaved. He was always orderly and obedient, and 
nonce possessed tlie lavor of the officers having 
charge of him. Being uneducated, lie could not use 
a pen, and when lie linn entered his cell he rood 
very Incorrectly; but Ho »oon learned to read rapidly 
ami wen. The chaplain always wrote hi» communi- 
cations! lo bta wife. From .hln wife aud fatlier- 
m-Iaw he received Uiolr farewell letters 
but 
a fow days before Uis death. When conversing about 
Ills fate he would sometimes revert to his trial and 
complain imtcrty of the witnessed, w horn he charged 
with "lying." At no time did lie over express a 
ilrund or lear of his execution, but. on the contrary, 
often wirfhed that "it \vns to-morrow." 
A;* the day 
approached for his execution the chaplain length- 
ened his Interviews mtu the prisoner, und strove to 
impress upon ins niinil tne titachmjts or the, mwo 
HMpcciuiif tue roiHiiuahce and cnnie^iou of sins and 
toe ffianul hert.tlicr wnirti awaited thosa wn» 


neglected that Imporant duty. Thonzh Miller would 
admil all these lianas, he would still declare nis 
innocence of all that was charged against mm. His 
iceiiugs of readiness for his late were a wonder to 
himself, and-he could only explain it by thinking 
tnat it was God who supported him. 
WiUer's features were not suctiiis would mark him 
as a murderer nor as a man inclined to disregard 
the rights ol others or the laws of the laud. 
VV lib. a 
high lorehead, lu;i, round blue eyes, a well cut nose, 
eraceiully moulded sips, covering wen formed teeth, 
with a full, fiaak face and dark brown hair, he waa, 
on the whole, ra!her good looking. In uo respect, 
unless it might be in his thick, short neck, did lie 
possess those characteristics naturally ascribed 
to criminals. His height was five feet six inches 
and his weight about 1GO pounds. Ue was tbirty- 
four years of age, and was one of a family of eight 
children, all ol which were natives ol Kiehrord, 
Vt., where tne majority of lug relatives now reside, 
lie had been married twice. Ills h'rst wn'e deserted 
him. 
ilia second wire, by whom he had a son now 
live years of age, resides in Kichford. 


CONDITION AND APPEARANCE OF TUE PRISONER. 
During the last hours preceding the execution 


tfi£-&2p6aratt0e ?£ tbe prisoner was painfully strange 
KM unnatural. On "Wednesday evening the chap- 
lain made his regular visit, aurlng which Miller 
selected a portion of Scripture from Second Timo- 
thy, 
fourth chapter, from lourth to ninth verse, 
which he desired read at the ceremonies of the exe- 
cution. He retired at the usual hour, but his sleap 
was restless, and was broken by loua groans and 
sighs throuahout the night, which showed he was 
agitated 
and 
distressed. 
He 
complaineu 
to the 
guard of 
being abused 
by 
& visi- 
t»r _durmg» ,039. , day 
previous, 
who 
he 
thought cB.tecb.isea him harshly respecting his guilt 
and fate. This was the first indication of a serious 
disturbance of mind since his confinement. Still, he 
expressed no areatt or awe of what awaited him- 
Ou Thursoay afternoon his uneasiness and agitation 
continued, and he walked to aad fro in his cell most 
of the time during the day, expressing a wish to see 
a citizen of Ascutneyville who had shown sympathy 
for him during his trial. Accordingly the gentleman 
was sent for and had an hour's interview with tne 
prisoner; but the latter said nothme of importance, 
and averred his entire ignorance and innocence ol 
the murder. 
in the afternoon tha warden of taa prison, fearing 
that Miller's restless night wonld disturb his fellow 
convicts under solitary confinement in the adjoining 
cells, removed him to another cell. Gradually his 
ami about seven o'clock m 
Tplftlacame, ne seemed to 
have recovered his calmness. The chaplain's inter- 
view consisted of reading the Scriptures and pray- 
ing. Mfller conversed freely and expressed his 
entire readiness for the coming ordeal. 
Sheriff 
Stimaon having arrived to penorm the execution, 
called on the prisoner during the Chaplin's visit. 
MUler greeted him Kindly and talked of his end, 
with composure. The Sheriff urged him to make 
a confession, and Miller made his invariable reply, 
"You are asking too much of me. I have nothing to 
say," Seeing tnat the prisoner would not free him- 
self of his undoubted guilt the chaplain bade Mm 
good night between eight and nine o'clock and left. 
AS a precaution against any attempt at suicide a 
llEht was placed at the cell door and a gnard was 
stationed to watch every movement of the prisoner 
throughout the night. Miller being foncl of smoking, 
tobacco 
and 
a 
pipe were furnished 
hhu, 
and 
he 
smoked 
a 
long 
while, 
when he 
remarked that he 
felt very well. He con- 
vened with 
the 
guard 
for 
several 
hours 
about his faith in God and about his wife and little 
son. His emotions seemed stirred when talking of 
the latter, and the disgrace that would always fol- 
low his child ia consequence of his death on the gal- 
lows was his greatest regret. Though not excited, 
tie aid not seem inclined to sleep ail after mlduicnt. 
When eating a lunch of a piece of cake during tne 
night and also this morning when eating his break- 
fast he was, strange to say, quite jocular. The bet- 
ter fare which had been given him during the day 
he said astonished his stomach and made it ache. 
In the morning, when a fly at on his plate of food, 
he said, "Go'way fly, or I'll break your wing." At 
three o'clock in the morning he fell asleep, slept till 
abont atx, when lie arranged his dress and ate a 
hsarty breakfast with good relish. 


THE MORNING OF THE EXECUTION. 
Friday morning's sun rose clear and bright. The 
execution was the theme at every breasiast table. 
There was not a regret expressed that Miller was to 
be executed, but the immediate presence of the 
tragical scene caused an unpleasant feeling. There 
being no probability or but a very few being admit- 
ted to see tha execution, only a small number of 
strangers were in town, what there were being 
largely from AscntneyvfHe, the scene of the murder, 
and Richford, Miller's native town. 
Miller remained very quiet from the time he rose 
till abont seven o'clock, when tue scaffold was 
brought into the prison yard and erected. Though 
he could see nothing of what was being done, the 
noise of carpenters m adjusting and fastening the 
timbers were sounds that he Knew to be his own 
death knell and caused him to quake till, it is be- 
lieved by Chaplain Richford and the warden, his 
mind was partially deranged. 
He looked wild, 
moved 
nervously about his 
celt ana maiie 
strange expressions. 
Abont eight o'clock the 
chaplain visited him, buc in consequence of the 
latter's condition 
he can 
but a 
brief and 
unsatisfactoryx'mterview. 
Those of Miller's ac- 
quaintances 
from 
Klchford 
were 
admitted 
to the prisoner's cell, but their visit was also un- 
satisfactory. Being left alone he at length reclined 
on hia bed, and after tossing about some time fell 
asleep shortly arcer ten o'clock, and, with the ex- 
ception of occasional restless motion, slept till 
nearir noon, when he awoke.and appeared rational 
aud calm. A. cui> or ton. -wtwt tumitmed mm. wmch. 
he orank and seemed to enjoy. The chaplain soon 
after entered the cell and remained with the pris- 
oner during the remaining hour, though there waa 
still a strong belief by all that a confession would be 
made; but such thought had not entered Miller's 
mind. His acquaintances, who had attempted an 
interview before, were again admitted, and they 
with the chaplain 
besought the culprit, who 
knew that m a few short moments he must 
staml beiore his God, to conless his crime 
but it was m vain. "I have nothing to confess," was 
still the response. . 


MABOH TO TBE SCAFFOLD. 
At length, as the momentfyf execution arew near, 
ie iron door of tbe prison waa swung open and 
those who were permitted to witness tne spectacle 
were admitted aud began to cluster around tne gal- 
ows. The number admitted was about fifty, two 
of whom wore ladles—Mrs. E. *'. Gowing, cousin or 
the murdered,victims, ana Mrs. Litchfleld, of As- 
cuttmeyvllle. 
At four minutes past one o'clock Sheriff stimson 
entered (be cell ana announced to the prisoner th^t 
everything was iu readiness, and led him out. ani- 
,er"waa dressed in gray colored paats, with black 
coat and vest. The procession was then formed. 
Sheriff Stimson and the chaplain, walsed arm in 
arm, rollowed by the prisoner between deputy aher- 
iifs Amoden and Ktinball, with tue prison sur- 
leou, and twelve citizens arm iu arm m tne 
rear. In this mauner the prisoner was escort- 
ed to the scaffold, which stood -in the south 
cast corner of the prison yard. Upon reaching the 
scaffold the spectators took seats, and the sheriu, 
chaplain and deputy saeriirs, with ttxc prisoner, 
mounted the ladder and took positions on the plat- 
form. Though a little paler tmui usual there was 
was iiot u perceptible change in Miner's appear- 
ance, and with a step firm and strong he ascended 
the ladder and took a seal provided for him 
the piattorra. 
The chaphila then read the 
selections from 
the 
Bible, 
uo requested by 
Sillier, together with others, after 
which he 
road in impressive tones a prayer to the judge of all 
LO have compassion and mercy on the prisoner's 
soul. While the prayer was being offered Miller 
closed bis eyes and moved his lips as though repeat- 
jng the words oi the chapiam. The Sheriff then read 
the [death warrant, dnrrnjj which Miller looked 
steadily rorward. with hlB eyes raised naturally aud 
with scarcely a quivor about his lips. 


TUE EXECUTION.

He tlien intimated that he wished to say 
something more. The sheriff consented, and Miller, 
oo£ing around on the spectators said*.—"There are 
men here who know they have lied "about me, and 
they must look to God for mercy. My strength is in 
my God. I have not strength myself; I am worn 
Out, 
God hold me. I don't kuow as I have any- 
thing more to aay. I wish you ail good Dye, gentle- 
men." 
The chaplain ana officers then bade Miller fare- 
well, ana the cap was immediately drawn over his 
face, when tbe Sheriff, placing his foot upon the 
spring supporting the drop, said, "The time is now 
come for the extreme penalty of the law to be exe- 
cuted on you, Hiram Miller, and may God have 
mercy on your soul." Giving a slight pressure upon 
the spring the drop Instantly feu, and Miller went 
down with a jerk which jarred the entire ecaf- 
folo.

all was over, without a single struggle or movement 
of the limbs. The distance from the crossbar to the

seven loot and bringing the feet of the body within 
six Inohea of the ground. The drop fell at precisely 
fifteen minutes past one. At the end of eleven 
miuutes the polio ceased to beat, ana the murderer 
waa with his Maker. The relations of Miller having 
requested that the body bo given to them for inter- 
ment in Bnckrord, It was sent by rail thai evening 
to tnftt place.

SlHOUtAB DEATH IE HFTH STREET. 


A Man Dies from tho Hflocts of PaiNou— 


Examination Before Coroner Kcciuni. 


Singular ana somewhat mysterious cases of death 


have been unusually frequent within the last few 
weeks, ana another was added to the list yesterday 
in the person ol Mr. Frederics Wettcrgreeu. a wan 
nearly sixty sixty years of age, who boaraed m the 
family of Mr. Setterborg, No. 219 Filth street. Mr. 
WeMergrcen, a very worthy aud amiable gentleman, 
whose business was that of sliding, silvering, bronz- 
ing and dipping ror the last year, had been m tfte 
employ of the AlanhattaulBrass \VorksCornpany .cor- 
ner ol Twenty-seventh street and First avenue For 
twelve years previously na naa been extensively 
engaged in businessiiu Bridgeport, conn., where lie 
amassed considerable means, providmi; those in his 
debt had paid up. Unfortunately, however for Mr 
Wettergreeu, he could uot collect bis dues, and a 
year since ho settled with his Bridgeport patrons by 
taking their promissory notes, Ac., aud came to Neiv 
York. Early in the week he wens to Bridgeport to 
collect some money which had been promised him, 
and returned on the boat Wednesday morning, 
reaching his boarding house at oue o'clock in the 
afternoon. 
JUr. Wettergreeu complained to Mrs. 
Setterberg ot having no appetite and 
feeling 
somewhat 
badly, byt uot 
m a manner Jo 
excite her fears. 
Soon aftefWatas lie" p"ass"5a 
from the dining 1'oom in tho rear to the front parlor, 


ma Mr. Wettergrcen on the bed, remarked that he 
looked pale aud unnatural. She immediately com- 
muaigatejj. wttti Mrs, £eyierB8rg, an<J on making an 
examination they found him to be dead. Coroner 
Eeenan was subsequently noUned, and on reaching 
the house Wooster Beach, M. fa., made a post mortem 
examination on the body, and discovered slight dis- 
ease of the hear*, but at first nothing was discovered 
to ln.dtca.te the cause of death. A more thorough 
examination, however, revealed the presence or 
prusstc acid in the lining membrane of the stomach, 
and in the opinion or Dr. Beach deceased had taken 
a considerable quantity of poison. The two sons of 
deceased on being questioned concerning the death 
of their father stated that in the prosecution of his 
business he used quantities of prussic acid aad other 
acids of a very poisonous character, and believed he 
nad inhaled of these poisons aufflclent to cause 
death. Dr. Beach, however, thinks differently, and 
believes that a quantity of the poison was taken-into 
the stomach at once. The sons of deceased, who 
are intelligent aad highly respectable appearing 
young men, scorn the idea that their father commit- 
ted suicide; that he had a peculiar aversion to that 
Bind of death, and that he nad no good reason for 
terminating his own existence. It Is stated £hat Mr. 
Wettergreen had no troubles except of a pecuniary 
nature, except that 30,01 B persona whom he cherished 
as friends in his more prosperous days had turned 
their backs upon him when overtaken by adversltv. 
This seemed to finmllmte him and make a lasting 
impression on his mind. 
The stomach and contents of deceased were taken 
to Dr. Harris, or the Board of Health, and placed in 
the hands of Professor Chandler, chemist to the 
Health Board, lor analysis, which win be completed 
as speedily as possible. 
A jury has beeu em- 
panelled by Coroner Keenan, who adjourned the in- 
vestigation till Monday next, when probably the 
mystery at present surrounding the case will be dis- 
pelled. As yet there seems to be no cause w&atever 
for suspecting that poison had been administered to 
deceased by design. Mr. Wettergreen, who was a 
native of Copenhagen, Denmark, was universally 
respected and has left a. large circle or friends and 
acquaintances to lament his death. 


THE NEW MARKET ON F08TY-SECOHD STMET. 


The new building just finished ana which will be 


opened to the public to-day, and to be known as 
Croton Market, is situated on Forty-second street, 
near Fourth avenne, running through to Forty-third 
street, and has a frontage on both streets of 150 feet. 
The front on Forty-second street is two stories in 
height; the centre portion Is of brick, with a Man- 
sard roof on each side, which IB agreeably broken up 
by dormer windows and ornamental chimneys. 
Access to the various stands is obtained by three 
wide passages running through from street to street 
and intersected by transverse passages. Th centre 
passage is twelve feet wide and is to be used for car- 
riages andfjarts. Each stand has a large refrige- 
rator, which is at once both ornamental and nselul, 
being made of ash and black walnut. 
The market room lias an area of 30,000 square 
feet, divided op into 156 staods, which have been 
rented by the venders of every kind ot food required 
by man- The stands lor the sale of meat and flsn 
have large marble slabs on top; and one enterpris- 
ing fishmonger has made his stauu more attractive 
by the addition of a fountain and basin ol goldfish. 
The principal feature in this market is the number 
and size ol the- skylights, making it j>robably the 
best lighted building In the city. At the same time 
it is also, without exception, the best ventilated; and 
it is the intention of the proprietors to make the 
cleanest market m existence, arrangements tiaviug 
been made by whicli the whole area of flooring can 
be flooded dally, numerous hydrants being proviacd 
for tnat purpose. 
Tne second story on Forty-second street is reached 
from the mam floor by wide, easy staircases on 
each side, beneath which are the entrances to the 
cellar. The cellar is fitted up with large refrigera- 
tors ror tne Keepiux ol meat, m lo.rgo (manUtiea, and 
o portion of the space is set apart for vegetables 
and cages for live poulcr'r, so that tuey can. be killed 
when required. The second story floor will be need 
for a restaurant, being admirably adapted -to that, 
purpose—the close proximity of the new depot soon 
\o be erected for the New York and New Haven and 
New York and Harlem Bailroads making it a very 
desirable piaoe for such business. The room IB well 
lighted, with a high celling, making It an agreeable 
room, 150X40 feet. 
Nothmg has been omitted la the erection ofthls 
building that waa necessary to make it what It is— 
a model market.

The question, of ritualistic reform is beginning to 


breed dissension and trouble in this congregation, 
which" has its temple on West Thirty-fourth street, 
between Broadway and Seventh avenne, with Eev.

THE 
POLICE 
BOARD. 


From the induction of Henry Smith as a member 


ot the Boiril of Metropolitan Police Commissioners 
t haa been known that the Hoard proposed to make 
a general redistribution of officera^of the force, 
with a view of increasing its efficiency. For weeks, 
the Board, in secret session, has had the proposed 
changes under consideration, and, whUe all agreed 
hat very great changes were urgently demanded, 
they could not agree upon the captains and sergeants 
whom it is advisable to transfer. After numerous 
conference had been bed it was finally agreed that 
each Commissioner should have the naming of a 
ourth of the officers whose transfer it was advisable 
o make. All the Commissioners, with the excap. 
tlon of Mr. Manlerre, united upon a list of transfers; 
but that gentleman at the last moment came la with 
an nuiooked for opposition. For some time he has 
had a personal interest in the elevation of acting 
Captain Burden to a full captaincy, and It la under- 
stood he insists that no shall not consent to 
any 
transfers 
unless the 
other members ot 
the Commission will 
roto for the promotion 
of the acting commander of the First precinct. 
Messrs. Bosworth and urennan, who do not con- 
sider that gentleman lit for the position, declare 
.but they will not consent to hia promotion. Mr. 
Smith, while generally acting in full harmony with 
hia republican confrere, it 13 understood, does not 
lake sides iu the matter one way or tho other, and 
consequently there la a deadlock in the Hoard. Mr. 
Jmltn has his own view« aa to what gergeants 
should be elevated to tho vacancies, and it la not un- 
llliely that no transfers will bo cffcoted for Borne 
wcokft unless the democratic Commissioners form a 
coalition with commissioner bmith and sustain him 
m the selection or his nominees.

COLLEGE CSMMEKCSMEISTS. 


TUo General Theological Nominary. 


The commencement of the above institution wa« 


lieu 'yesterday at St. t'oter'3 cliurcli, iu Twentieth; 
street, and opoued at tea A. M. with ciiviue service. 


The commeusement address to the graduating 


class was preached by Right Rev. A. N. Llttlejohn, 
I). D., Bishop of Long Island, ivho ably defended tha 
science of Christian theology from the imputations 
made against it of want of truth and exactitude of 
the alleped variance of its dogmas aud theories with 
natural laws, the pretended inaccuracy of ita 
premises and falsity of its conclusions. He clearly 
vindicated its right to be called an exact science, 
aad pointed out its place and relations and the in- 
fluences now at work tending to modify its form 
and attitude. The loliowi&s is aa extract from tan 
address:—. 


H will be your privilege to pursue the sturty of 
theology with some ina.-Ketl aitvautase in your fa- 
vor. Tlie progress of events lias arranged Its adver- 
saries m Buch distinct groups and fixed to them 
such 0.0011119 badftoS that no more blows need ba 
atrapk in the dart;, no more time or strength wasted 
upon un'eeftam Issues. The liberty of the age has 
thrown au error iix'.o bold relief and given to every 
delusion a tongue, oa all sides we witness tne ac- 
tivity and -Agitation winch truth covets as its pre- 
cions opportunity. Jt is moreover the marked Intel- 
lectual peculiarity of our time tliat there is no long 
tendency or cherished speculation of the humaa 
mind that affects belief that has been so far worked 
out as 10 justify au assured conviction of. its 
logical and practical results. Individualism Ro- 
manism, nationalism, Pantheism, Mysticism ana 
Materialism are no longer airy figures wandering as 
aforetime in half shadow. They haug before us like 
well drawn portraits giowlng with fresh tints of 
reality. They hang too m the Quo gallery of the 
common thought of tne race. 
Besides we are 
pSiyileged as never before, to study tae law or re- 
actions in human opinions. One of the most in- 
stractive or all lields of inquiry it so opens that 
some of tne most momentous of their reactions 
have well completes their cycles and it is now'quite 
sure that each and au will corroborate the lesson so 
often taught, so seldom heeded, that no adverse 
wave from the outer sea of sectarian thought 
strikes tue foundation of catholic truth, which its 
refluent path does not leave behind it some new 
treasure to be garnered in the storehouse 
of Christian evidence. Again, it is part or this law 
of reaction and opinion and life, that intellectual 
movements descend from the few to the many, from 
the cloisters of thinkers to the busy multitude, while 
emotional movements embody the moral wants, and. 
the spiritual wants of the soul begin with the many 
and ascend to the few. This generation haa been 
largely occupied with the former, and there are evi- 
dent symptoms that the next generation will be 
swayed by the latter; if so, then we shall see the 
great heart of mankind, so long fed on the chaff and 
husks of the wisdom of this world, break forth from 
the field or trie alien, aud with a cry of anguish, as 
from the lips of a penitent prodigal, cast itself oa 
the wild flood of sorrowing want, npon the bosom 
of the God and Saviour's revelation, uttering the 
old confession, "Father I mweslnned against Heaven 
and before Thee, and • am no longer worthy to be 
called Tny Son." It is the strange Providence of the 
hour that the probability of such a reaction ex- 
actly coincides with the Besire now evident in the 
better circles of theological inquiry to eliminate 
more and more from church doctrine the speculative 
and, therefore, variable'element, and to return to 
the dogmatic simplicities, and, mav we not hope, to 
the all conquering love or Apostolic days. One more 
assurance, one more sign of privilege and cheer for 
you, younir friends, and I shall be done. 
There are 
tbose who are never weary of asserting that not 
only is there a gulf now opened between tne re- 
sults of the best scientific thought and the creed of 
the church, but that it is constantly growing 
wider, so that all 
hope 
of bridging it is 
well nigh lost. 
They who 
tell 
you 
this 
tell 
you 
an 
untruth; 
they 
bear 
false 
witness, whether through Ignorance or malice the 
future will show. Here, then, is tt hurried catalogue 
or the deeper questions of the hoar and a statement 
of their altitude toward the .'fundamental verities of 
our religion; au altitude, as will be seen, of agree- 
ment, not contradiction, of the unity, not discord, 
of friendship, not hate, I shall adopt tae words of 
the most sober, accurate ana profound thinker of 
"our time, words uttered as a deliberate challenge to 
the free thought of the day:—"The supersuiton 
wsicU saw m a,U known phenomena the action of 
capricious deities was not more irrational than the 
superstition which sees in them nothing but the 
action of invariable laws. Men have been right and 
not wrong when they saw in the facts of nature the 
variability of adjndstmenl even more clearly aud 
more surely than they saw the constancy of fore*:. 
They 
were 
right 
and 
not 
wrong 
when 
they identiaed these phenomena with the phe- 
nomena 
of mind. 
Thev 
were right waea 
they regarded their own fateity ol contrivance as 
the nearest and truest analogy by whicli the consti- 
tution of the universe can be conceived ami its oruer 
understood. They were right when tuey regarded 
its arrangements as susceptible of change, and when 
they looked upon a change or will (wb.utu.er m Ood 
or in man) as the elilcient cause of other changes 
without number and without ead. Jt was well to 
feel this by the force of instinct; it is better still to 
be sure in the light ot reason. It is an immeuse 
gain to know as we now do, that the result or \ogl- 
cu.1 ana-lvsift flop-* bu.t co-nQria the testimony of con- 
sciousness and run parallel with the primeval tradi- 
tions and beliefs. It is unspeakably comforting .tliat 
when we come to close quarters with the vision of 
uuvariable law, seated on the throne of nature, 
we find it a phantom and a dream—a mere night- 
mare of Ill-digested, thought and or Qod's great gift 
of speech abused. We are after au what we thought 
ourselves to be. Our freedom is a reality, not a 
name. Our faculties have, in truth, the relations 
which they seem to have to the economy of nature. 
Man's action is* real aud substantial action m the 
constitution and course of things. The laws of 
nature were not appointed by the Great Law Giver 
to baffle hta creatures in the sphere of conduct, 8tlil 
less to confound them in the region of beUels. As 
parts of an order of things to be more than partly un- 
derstood they are presented under some difficulties 
which perplex the Intellect * * * but on the 
whole they aland m harmonious relations witu the 
human spirit. They come visibly from one pervad- 
ing mind aud express the authority of aa eniiurimt 
kingdom." * * * * My young brethren * * « 
let it be tbe business of your lives to study and to 
deliver unto men a science which la the living sap of 
all knowledge, a science BO irradiated with heavenly 
light and consciously symmetrical, built 
upon 
foundations which, are none other tliap "he pillars of 
the throne of Hod.

Presidential 
Candidates—The 
Administra- 


tion—Wbat Is tbe Prowect ? 


It is rather early in the day to be talking of 


Presidential candidates for 1872, and yet various 
little pipe-laying republican cliques are iu 
existence, each in. the interest of sx>me leading 
and aspiriryj politician for the next Presi- 
dency. The opinion prevails in the republican 
camps that (ieneral Graut is not to be a candi- 
date for a second term, and the party mana- 
gers are evidently resolved to rule him off the 
course. It was not from choice, but from 
necessity, feat they took him up iu 1808. He 
saved the party, but he has his reward. The 
republican State conventions, as they take 
their places and proclaim their doctrines for 
the coming fall elections, endorse General 
Grant's adnmustration, tbe fifteenth amend- 
ment, &c., but say nothing of the succession. 
Nor have we seen, so far, from any republican 
journal even the most shadowy hint of the 
probability of the adoption of General Grant 
as the party standard bearer for another term. 


In all this there would be nothing extraordi- 


nary were there no movements afoot looking 
to some other champion for the succession. 
But very remarkable becomes this universal 
silence in reference to General Grant when we 
find, for instance, Mr. Colfax trotted out in one 
place and Mr. Boutwell in another as the 
coming man, and we cannot avoid a certain 
line of reasoning when we are informed that Mr. 
Sumner is riding the Alabama claims question 
as a Presidential hobby, and that General 
Butler is engineering the administration on 
the negro question in order, for 1872, to secure 
the inside track. In all these movements, 
ruraors and speculations we are strengthened 
in the conclusion that it is an understanding 
among the republican managers that General 
Grant is to retire at the end of his present | 
term. We think, too, the opinion prevaihl 
that this understanding is perfectly agreeable ' 
to General Graut; that, in fact, he has no 
further ambition as a public man except a. 
wish to go quietly through hia one term and 
then gracefuHy to retire, as an inexperienced 
dancer walks through a quadrille, satisfied if 
he has created no confusion, torn no lady's 
train and crushed nobody's toes. But as it is 
not the first swallow that brings the spring, go 
it is not the first quarter of the first year of a 
new administration that determines its policy 
or its destiny. 


Under any circumstances these Presidential 


movements, upon the question of time, in be- 
half of Colfax, Snmner, Butler or any other 
new man would be unwise and a waste of 
labor; but id view of the great issues upon 
which this administration is to stand or fall, it 
is utterly preposterous on the part of this or 
that republican clique to bo pipe-laying now 
lor J872. There are three—yea, four—qnes- 
tions, upon all, or upon any three, or any two, 
or any one of which General Grant may BO 
shape his course as to be perfect master of tho 
succession, aa completely so as was Jackson in 
1832, or Lincoln in 18G4. These four auea- 


tions are—the money question, the Alabama 
claims, Cuba and Mexico. Upon the money 
question Mr. Boutwell is on tke right track, 
with occasional deviations, no doubt, from the 
true line; but still on tho right track in his 
programme of reducing the debt, the expenses 
and the taxes of the government, while enlarg- 
ing his cash resources, and steadily and not 
spasmodically gaining ground towards the 
specie standard. Speculators, gold and stock 
gamblers and financial kiteflyers generally 
do not like him; but iu their complaints we 
have the best evidence that he is doing well for 
the Treasury and Uie people at large. Thus 
far he Is about the only member of the Cabinet 
who has done or is doing anything to give any 
show of life and activity in the administration, 
and he may by perseverance and faith become 
the head of tbe corner. 


On the Alabama claims we must be content 


to await the lifting of the curtain; and so with 
regard to Cuba, upon which question we ospect 
the curtain to be lifted a month or two hence, 
with the official disclosure of the overtures of 
our new Minister, General Sickles, to the Span- 
ish regency of President Serrano. Concerning 
Mexico, it appears that the arrival there at 
headquarters of our new Minister, General 
Nelson, had caused considerable fluttering 
among the natives, from the apprehension that 
his mission is to "gobble them all up," 6om 
the Rio Grande to Yucatan; but here, too, 
we must await the developments of his im- 
pending negotiations. It is manifest that upon 
all or any of these great questions the present 
administration has "scope and verge enough" 
for a glorious success, and scheming politicians 
may be too fast in now pronouncing General 
Grant, upon the threshold of the Alabama 
claims, Cuba or Mexico, a failure. 


At all events, the experience of the last 


forty years has taught us that the surest way 
to kill off Presidential candidates is to trot 
them Out before the time. 
Thns we think 


the over zealous friends of Mr. Colfax: are in a 
fair way to put him "down among the dead 
men," and that, on the other side, Mr. Chase 
is repeating his Old mistake of being too early 
in the field. It is foliy on either side to talk 
of Presidential candidates when the policy of 
the administration in the interval to 1872 may 
so thoroughly demolish the two existing parties 
as to bring into the foreground new men and 
new measures, with two, three or half a dozen 
new political parties and factions. 


The Cabinet—Jlr. Borie's Retirement. 
Mr. Borie, as Secretary of the Navy, has 


ceased to be. The causes of his retirement, it 
appears, are, his inaptitude for public life, his 
enfeebled condition in bodily health, the claims 
of his private business, and the overshadow- 
ing figure of Admiral Porter. 
Any one of 


these reasons would be sufficient to justify 
Mr. Borie's abdication; 
but all taken to- 


gether, it is a wonder that he held his place 
so long. He is a good man, as this wicked 
world goes, an amiable Christian gentleman of 
French descent and of the old school; but he 
was out of his element in the Cabinet. 
His 


example in retiring from the torments of the 
politicians, the tortures of red tape and the 
towering epaulettes of Admiral Porter, might, 
to the administration and the country, be 
profitably followed by several other members 
of the Cabinet, as it JR. ami -wo litre* it* K^^O of 
further changes. Of the Hon. George M. 
Robcson, the new Secretary of the Navy, we 
are informed that as Attorney General of New 
Jersey, he has fulfilled the duties of hfe office 
with credit, that he is. moreover, a man of 
good parts, and not a man who will play 
second fiddle lo Admiral Porter, even by way 
of an experiment. There are some sharp1 fel- 
lows among the Jersey politicians, and Mr. 
Eoboeon may be one of them. He has the 
training, it is said, of a' Philadelphia lawyer, 
and if half that we have heard of the Borie>- 
Porter muddle of the Navy Department be- 
true, only a Philadelphia lawyer-can straighten) 
it out.

TUe Filibusters, the NcutraUty laws and 


the Pcsitioii of the Government. 


From the tenor of the daily news reports o) 


arrests of persons by the United States Mar- 
shals for violating the neutrality laws, of the 
departure of steamers from our various ports 
with men, arms and munitions of war, or pre- 
pared to take on armament of a war character, 
and of the landing of expeditions in Cuba to 
assist the patriots, it is evident to all that 
movements of a very active kind are on foot 
among the private war circles, and great 
anxiety is entertained in many quarters to 
know what position the government at Wash- 
ington will take in view of the events which 
are looming up around us. We are daily in 
receipt of letters asking for further informa- 
tion on these subjects, from persons who are 
not satisfied to know the development of 
events as it transpires from day to day, and 
who evidently belong to that class of readers 
who wish to know what is going to happen. 
To these we have only to say that, so far as 
regards the government at Washington, its 
members are evidently more in the dark and 
more puzzled than anybody else as to what 
they are going to do and what position they 
will find themselves to hold towards any 
coming event. Without a political chart or 
the guiding needle of a policy they will con- 
tinue to drift on ia the eddy of events, ac- 
cepting the results that may accrue. On 
other points a general review of affkirs will 
present many points of interest. 


The principal islands of the West Indian 


Archipelago are to-day in a crisis of great 
political changes, the incipient point of "which 
lies in the abolition of African slavery by the 
United States. 
Cuba 
is undergoing an 


armed revolution, with emancipation and an- 
nexation inscribed upon its banner ; the 
Dominican republic is agitated 
with the 


proposition of a peaceful admission to the 
American Union ; Hayti is divided into three 
hostile camps, in one of which at least the 
idea of an American protectorate is enter- 
tained ; and Porto Eico is reported to have 
caught the fire in a way which greatly 
alarms ths colonial officers of the Spanish 
monarchy. 
The various parties involved 


in 
all 
these 
movements 
have 
their 


active partisans ia this country who are en- 
gaged in pushing their respective views iu 
every feasible way. 
The co-operation of the 


press is assiduously sought; diplomatic and 
extra diplomatic communications are pressed 
upon the government and the people; arms 
and munitions of war are pushed forward 
through every possible channel; steamers are 
being built, chartered or purchased and pre- 
pared for naval armament in behalf of several 
of the combatants, and parties of the enter- 
prising and adventurous among our population 
are being sent off to the various exciting scenes 
of events. 


So numerous are these operations, and so 


conflicting is the information in regard 
to 


them which is laid before the administration 
that the government thug far. with the best 
disposition to preserve the majesty of the laws. 
has not been able "to convict or even detain 
any of the many enterprises that have been 
denounced to it as infringing the neutrality 
act- Tho Quaker City steamer was detained 
and released in this city ; another steamer 
was denounced in Boston and escaped ; seve- 
ral are reporter? to- have departed from South- 
ern ports without suspicion ; others are ru- 
mored to t«ve left New York recently without 
the knowledge of the officials, and finally seve- 
ral members of a Cttban junta known to exist 
here have been indicted for supposed partici- 
pation in the sending of an armed expedition | 
which undoubtedly landed in Cuba. In these 
operations we are able to trace to a greater or 
less extent the agents of Cespedes and Duise 
in Cuba, Baez and Cabral iu St. Domingo, and 
Salnave- and Dbmingue in Hayti, 
These 


names respectively represent existing and re- 
volutionary powers ia each of the islands 
named. 


The existing governments appeal, of course, 


to the administration at Washington to enforce 
the neutrality laws, and the revolutionary 
agents, with equal pertinacity and perhaps 
greater skill, claim to avoid tlieir provisions. 
/•itnong the filibuster elements here there has 
always been present a large number of astute, 
keen and audacious men who ftave ever found 
it liasible to carry out their projects without 
coming in conflict with the law, j>articularly 
whea public opinion ban been favorable 
to tUeir designs, and' hence- since 
the 


passage 
of 
tlie 
present 
neutrality act 


in 1818 we believe no conviction has been 
obtained under it. Iu fact, the law assumes 
too much to be effective, and' the- popular sym- 
pathy is most generally opposed to the party 
thai appeals lo its exercise in their behalf. We 
do not hesitate, therefore, to believe that the 
government will fail in all its attempts to en- 
force it iu the future, as it has done in the past 
in the well known cases of the Cuban fili- 
busters under Lopez and Walker and the 
Fenian filibuster operations against Canada-

Speech to tbe Soldiers. 


On Thursday tho Emperor Napoleon visited 


the camp at Chalons and addressed the sol- 
diers. The day was the anniversary of Solfe- 
riuo, that great day, ten years ago, when 
Napoleon humbled Austria, gave Italy to the 
Italians, and proved to the world that the 
nephew had inherited some of the genius of 
his uncle. 
The address was such as might 


have been expected ia the circumstances. Like 
all his speeches, it was a little hifalutin:— 
"Preserve the remembrance of the battles 
fought by your fathers and yourselves • for our 
victories are the history of the progress o 
civilization; you will thus maintain the mili- 
tary spirit, which is the triumph of noble over 
vulgar passions; it is fidelity to the flag, devo- 
tion to country. Continue in the same course 
and you will always be worthy of so great a 
nation." Such were the grand words of the 
Emperor on the occasion. It is easier to say 
than to prove that the victories of France are 
the "triumph of noble over vulgar passions.' 
It is the first opportunity that the Emperor 
has had since the elections to give us a bit o 
his mind, and it is a fact not uusu'ggestive tha 
lie has spoken to the soldiers. So long as 
Napoleon has the army on his side it is well. 
But this speech to the army seems to imply 
something more than a desire to be on goo( 
terms with the army. It seems to point to 
possible requirements for the army beyond the 
frontier. To our mind this last address of the 
Emperor shows that he is fully alive to the 
situation.

published at the seat of the repuHican gov- 
ernment, telegraphic despatches ami mail cor- 
respondence from the important points, witb. 
translations of important documents and' edi- 
torial comments on and explanations of the 
principal points of the news. All of this our 
Spanish contemporaries believe we did with 
the secret intention of affecting the course of 
events in that island, and because we intend 
to overturn the Spanish colonial government 
in Cuba, and to place the Havana volunteers 
in. a false position before the people of Europe.

The old- Notional Inldligencer, after a pain- 


ful and- lingering illness, in the sixty-ninth 
year of its age. It was founded with the city 
of Washington in the year 1800, under the 
auspices 
of the 
Jeffersonian 
republican 


party and 
Jefferson's 
administration, by 


Gales and- Seaton, and published by them 
jointly for over forty years, and by Seaton, 
the surviving partner, for some ten or fifteen 
years longer. At Ms death, a former clerk of 
the establishment, Mr. Coyle, with several 
associates, financial and editorial, took the 
paper in hand ; but it had long before fallen 
into a decline, from- which all efforts to resus- 
citate it were useless. In August, 18)4, with 
tho occupation of Washington by the British 
army, after the battle of Bladensburg, the 
ftiieliigeiifer office- was honored with a sacking 
by a detachment of the-British troops. 
That 


was the making of the paper. From that day 
it began a nevr- and prosperous career. It 
went on, sailing smoothly with tl^e wind, 
through the administrations of Madison and 
Monroe; but with the break-up of the old re- 
publican party in 18^-t it took a new departure 
in adhering lo the fortunes of Henry Clay. 
From this diversion it became the central na- 
tional organ and oracle of the old whig party, 
a trenchant party leader on th* bank question, 
the tariff, internal improvements, Sec., fight- 
ing Jackson and his henchmen and his demo- 


Erorn these premises it will readily be seen t cratic successors with marked ability down to 


that the movements now going on in the West 
India islands will continue to.receive assistance 
from this country, in proportion as their pur- 
poses merit the sympathy of the people ; and 
that the government is powerless to. prevent it 
iurther than causing personal annoyance to 
some few individuals or a short period of delay 
to some departing ship. The changes which 
are transpiring in the islands south of us result 
from causes in which the American government 
has no part and operate through channels 
which are beyond its control.

the dissolution of the whig party in 1852.

Nay, it began to fail with the estab- 
lishment of the independent newspaper prosa-; 
but its mission ended witb the whig party. 


Through all this period, exceeding a hull a 


century, 
tho Intelligencer 
was the re- 


cipient of millions of public money, under 
the old system of .a party dispensation 
of the government printing from both houses 
of Congress and the Executive Departments. 
The paper had a large subscription liat 
throughout th* United States; but under the 
old credit system it had, as we have been told, 
upon its books at ono time nearly half a mil- 
lion of unpaid subscriptions for papers served, 
and probably not one-fifth of this outstanding 
sum was ever collected. The profits of tho 
establishment were from the government sops 
and subsidies BO lilx>rally lavishpdiipoo.it as a 
party organ. From those subsidies Gales and 
Seaton received a mint of money; but in their 
free and generous style of living and thought- 
less wastefulness they contrived to spend it all 
as fast as it came in, and to be in debt besides 
all the lime. 


This waa the inheritance of Mr. Coyle and 


Company, but under the benign administration 
of Andy Johnson, with its sops and subsidies, 
they still kept the paper afloat after the old 
fashion. From the withdrawal of tlioso sops 
and subsidies, under the new administration, 
the paper had died. It was in ita day, under 
Galen imA Seaton. % model of newspaper dig- 


nity and decorum, even in the moat exciting 
and embittered party contests; but the moral 
which it teaches is that of a highly respectable, 
generous and reckless spendthrift -who dies 
only after having exhausted the patience and 
the pockets of his friends.

•Sentence of the Officers of tlse 


Foster, Jr. 


Before .lodge Benedict. 


On motion of Assistant District Attorney Pams 


James Glyan, the carpenter or tlie ship James fos- 
ter, Jr.; William Crnthera, the boatswain, ana 
Xfconias Murphy, tie third mate, were arraigned for 
seurei.ee yesterday afternoon. IB passing sentence 
upon Glynn the Court addressed Sim as follows:— 


James Glynn— The law or tne United states which 


you have been found guilty of violating is the statute 
passed March 3, 1S35, which declares "that if any 
master or other officer of an American ship or ves- 
s°i on the high seas, or on any waters within the ad- 
22111 ally and maritime jurisdiction of the United 
Slates, shall, iroui malice, Hatred or revenge, and 
M naout justiciable cauae, beat, wound or imprison 
am one or more oi tne crew of such ship or vessel, 
or withhold from them suitable lood antl nouTisa- 
meet, or inflict upon them any cruel or unusual 
j)un"iinierit, everi 
poison so oaeudiug shall, 
ou 
conviction 
thereof, 
be punished by fine 
not exceeding £1,000 or by imprisonment not

.passing the judgment upon you wiiicn this statute

There was 
little or no sickness on board, no contagious disease

passeneers endured more suffering than was neces 
.sarily incident to the long voyage and the close con- 
finement caused by the bad weather. The snfflermg 
appears to have been •confined to the crew, of the 
crew six were at dmerent times lost overboard, 
and twelve more died on the voyage; they all 
miifered greatly from the treatment of the omcers. 
The master and chief mate having died soon after 
the arrival of the vessel, no Indictments were found 
against them.

Mrs. Lucinua Green, a woman, who has been living 
in loncoln count}-, arrived in this city jesterday 
and reported to Captain Georje C Shadburnc, 
fauperintendeht of Police, a most unoleasant condi- 
tion of auaii-3 in Lincoln county. She stated that 
she had lesided about thirteen miles from Stanford, 
on a farm owned by her mother, and that one night, 
a^out three weeks ago a party of men, under the 
leadership ol one Henderson Hooch, had come 10 
the house in search of her husband, Jimmy Green, 
whom they intended to hang, because he had refused 
to join them. They called themselves KuSlux, but 
there was nothing about their dress to indicate their 
connection with that dangerous and power! ol organi- 
zation. 
Two of them had their coats turned 
inside out, aud all of them had been drinking tree- 
ly of whiskey. They had hitched their horses about a 
quarter oi a mile from Mrs. Green's, and had csiue 
to Ler house on foot. 
Their expedition was made 
with the idea 01 imding Jimmy Green at home, but 
he had gone to Green county. Ill. fully three months 
belore, though, he w as supposed to oe hidden some- 
where In or near the house Jlrs Green and hei two 
chilaren, and a brother, thirteen years of age, were 
at home w hen tue visitors arrived, about midmghc, 
and one 01 them, Bui ,VeCurd, a& oncfi made his vv ay 
to Jimmy Green's bed, where he was supposed to be 
sleeping. 
Instead of Iinding Jimmy, he seized Jfirs. 
Green, crying out, ''I've eon him '" but the woman, 
freeing herself, seized a chair, knocked htm down, 
and ihea, assailmt* him with hei fist, lor a few 
minutes puc him uudei rather severe punishment.

On seeing 
the rivals side by side for the first time, many or 
those n ho had made up their minds that fcwlit was 
bound to win began to reconsider the matter. The

side to the starting point. 
The word "go" was given at 4:28;j, and the rival 
riders at once urged their "fiery untamed" bicycles 
lorward with amazing velocity, Boyle took the lead 
for the first hundred yards, but missing one treadle 
for a second or so Swilt dashed past him. Boyle, 
Lowevei, was not long in regaining bo.h his footing 
and the lead 
Swift followed in his opponent's 
wake so con'entedly that the knowing ones con- 
c'uded ne was reserving his strength for the finish. 
Boj le made the flrst loundof the course In the spaee 
ol one minute. On the second round Swift made 
tremendous etlorts to catch up, but his opponent 
kept the lead, nassuig the timekeeper's flag In .2:30. 
At the close of"the third round Bojlo was fully 400 
vards ahead making his Ursc mile in 3:35. After a 
rest of about ten minutes the men started on the

heat,

Boyle again missed a treadle and Swift 
had another short lead. Boyle was soonsahead 
again anu made the round in one minute and two

On reach- 
ing the flag this time Swift dismounted, declaring 
that tils machine was out of order ana he was unable 
to drive it. Boyle, who had kept on, made Ms sec- 
ond mrie in 4.15.

TAX. 


Interegting JLetter from the Citizens' 


tion Co the State Assessors— The Valuation** 
of Real Estate. 
The following communication explains il'elf. it 


13 highly interesting to the taxpayers of the city and 
county: —

GENTLEUEN— The CitUens' Association, having in 
view the equitable apportionment of the taxes neces- 
sary to support the btate government and institu- 
tions among the several counties, begs leave to 
addiess j ou upon a subiect » ithm the sphere oi your 
official duties. \ our Board was created undei the act 
of April 14, 1859, to remove the disproportion that 
existed la the valuations of propenv in the various 
counties of the htate as the basis of State taxation. 
By this act it is made Hie duty of your Board to 
examine aud revise the valuations of the real and 
personal estate of the several counties as returned 
to the oilice of ihe Comptroller, and fl^ the aggre- 
gate amount of the assessment for each county, on 
which tne Comptroller shall compute the state tax. 
It is also provided that your Board way increase or 
diminish the aggregate valuations of real estate in 
any connty by adding or deducting such sum as m 
your opinion may oe just and necessary to produce 
a just relation between all the valua'ions ol real 
estate in the State; also that your Board shall have 
power to swear witnesses and examine all persons 
and papers which you deem necessary for the proper 
discharge of your duties: and also that the members 
of your Board shall visit, ouiclally, every county in, 
tae State, at least once m two years and prepare a, 
written digest of such facts as you may deem moan 
important for aiding in tue discharge of the dutiea- 
imposed upon you. 
uutu the year 1830 the State government and insti- 
tutions were supported entirely by the State rev- 
enues; since then the revenues have been insufficient 
to meet those expenses, ami the excess of expendi- 
tures has involved the laying of a State tax- 
npon the respective counties. This annual taxi 
has increased year by year until now it has 
swollen 
to 
$10,000,000. 
This $10.000,000 aad 
over is raised among tbe sixty counties m our 
State, each contributing a part proportionate to me 
value v, hich the property in it bears to the property 
in all the counties. 1 Ins valuation of tbe propel ty 
in each county w as, before your Board vv as createu, 
aud is now, substantially determined annually by 
the local Boards of Assessment in. each coun'j. 
Ihese local boards proceed to make up then estimate 
of the pioperty in their own districts without regard 
to the assessment in the oilier counties. The Legisla- 
ture soon perceived that from this cause one county 
bore more than its just shaie of the State TQA. lo 
remedy this injustice your Board was created. As 
is stated above, you are authorized and duectcfl to 
take the local valuations of each county, and 
from them make up a new table of values that 
will impose upon each county its just proportion of 
the State buidens. It, therefore, lollovvs Ihat it i-, 
•vour dutv to see that no local board, for the purpose 
of saving unjustly to its taxpayers their due share 
of the general burden, keeps down its valuation be- 
low the proportion that the property of that district 
bears to the property of other districts. 
The inequalities in this rezard that exist m the 
different counties of our state work great hardsiups- 
to the people of the cit* of ]Sew "1 ork. The general 
law under which the local assessors assess the value 
ol real estate in their respective districts requires- 
that &uch property should be assessed at tne sum for 
which under ordinary circumstances it would sell. 
In this county the officers entrusted with the Juty of 
assessing the values of property, by adhering more- 
strictly to the law thiui have the assessors in the* 
other counties of the state, have run up the valua- 
tion of the taxable property of this county, while 
the assessors m other portions of the State nave not 
tnereaseu their valuations to Keep a just proportion.

Count Robert Heinrich Ludwis von der Goi:*. 


A cable telegram from Berlin reports the death in 


that city on Thursday of Count von der Goltz, for 
several years Ambassador for Prussia to France. 
He was born on the 6th of June, 1817, his father be- 
ing Lientenaw 
Count Earl von der Golu, 


and his mother the Countess Julie de Secsendorf, 
who became a widow In 1522, and subsequently 
manned Lieutenant General de Block. The Ton aer 
Coltz family Is Prussian by origin and fortune, and 
all the members profess the Lutneran religion. The 
title of count dates from 17S6, and the alliances of 
the hoase embrace the families of Beden, Plessen, 
i-leist, Podelntz and Perpoucher. 


The diplomatic earee<- of the deceased nobleman 
began in 1849, when he was appointed to a subor 
diuate position in the Prussian diplomatic corps ne 
being employed at that time as a deputy member of 
the federal Commission at Frankfort. In February, 
1857, he was appointed Envoy Extraordinary and 
Minister Plentootentiary to A'hens two years later 
he was sent to Constantinople in the same position, 
and in 1862 was fnrther promoted by being appointed 
to the same office at St. Peterabursr 
Until ISW 
Prn&sia was represented m Paris by administer omv 
but in 1863 it was decided to send an ambassado- to 
Trance, and Count von der Goltz received the ap- 
pointment 
He proved himself an able diplomat 
During the recent war between Prussia and Austria 
he succeeded lu maintaining friendly relations be 
tween his government and that of the Emperor N a 
poleon 
At the con e ence held in Paiio to eon»uier 
tue Turco-Greek dimcultv he was, we believe le 
representative of Prussia. Count von der Goltz ft as 
au Honorary Knight of the Order or St John.
